In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac  to  meet  in  the  Dr. 
Frederick  N.  Sweetsir  School  in  Merrimac  on  May  2,  1988  at  8:00  PM  to  act 
on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  compensation  of 
all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  41,  Section  108  as  amended;  Moderator,  Town  Clerk;  three  Selectmen, 
Three  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Three  Commissioners 
of  Municipal  Light,  Three  Water  Commissioners,  Three  Sewer  Commissioners, 
and  raise,  appropriate  or  transfer  sums  of  money  therefore  and  to  determine  sums 
of  money  to  be  raised,  or  transferred  to  defray  the  necessary  and  usual  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  Fiscal  Year  commencing  July  1 ,  1988  and  make 
appropriations  for  the  same,  said  sums  of  money  so  raised,  appropriated  or 
transferred  to  be  expended  for  specific  purposes  to  be  voted;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto.  \ 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1988  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  44,  Section  17;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from 
the  Electric  Light  Operating  Balance,  said  money  to  be  used  by  the  Assessors 
with  the  estimated  receipts  to  fix  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July 
1,  1988;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

114,  Section  14  and  section  25;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  dog  license  fees  collected 
during  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1988  to  the  Merrimac  Public  Library 
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as  provided  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  172;  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  benefits  provided  under  Chapter 
760,  Acts  of  1960,  “An  act  providing  State  aid  for  Free  Public  Libraries”,  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Sanitary  Landfill  for  fiscal  year  1989;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  pay  Haley  and  Ward  Engineering 
Company  for  services  of  supervision  and  inspection  of  sanitary  landfill  for  the 
fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1988;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  Hot  Top  Roller  and  miscellaneous 
equipment  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  hire  an  independent  consultant  to  con¬ 
duct  a  feasibility  study  on  alternative  means  of  obtaining  electric  power  for  the 
Town  of  Merrimac,  including  the  possible  sale  of  the  Merrimac  Light  Department. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  recommend  to  the  Merrimac  Water  Com¬ 
mission  that  it  adopt  an  immediate  moratorium  with  the  approval  of  DEQE  on 
all  new  water  hookups  in  order  to  prevent  further  deterioration  in  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  Merrimac  Town  water  until  such  time  as  an  additional  water  source 
is  employed  and  our  green  sand  filter  system  is  working. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a  five  year  building  moratorium  to 
restrict  the  construction  of  residential  housing  within  the  Town  of  Merrimac  to 
three  units  per  year  on  a  first  come  basis  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint 
a  five  member  panel  to  a  one  year  term  unpaid  and  to  be  named  Utility  Commis¬ 
sion  Committee  to  oversee  and  manage  Town  Refuse,  Sewer,  Light  and 
Water, therefore  eliminating  the  present  Light  and  Water  and  Sewer 
Commissioners. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  computer  and  software  for 
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the  Assessors  Office  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  perform  duties  and  incur  expenses  relating  to  and  equalization  or  revaluation 
of  the  Town;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  hire  themselves  at  the  rate 
of  $10.00  Per  hour  and  to  hire  such  other  necessary  assistance  as  the  Board  of 
Assessors  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the  Reserve  Fund  for  appropriation 
for  Revaluation.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  its  50%  contribution  towards 
the  health  insurance  plan  for  retired  town  employees. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  Towns  portion  of  health  insurance 
for  retired  employees.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  roads  known  as  “Little 
Fond  Road”  and  “Spring  Hill  Road”  including  all  utilities,  pumping  stations, 
street  lighting,  etc.  as  designed  by  and  described  in  the  drawings  by  Cammett 
Engineering  Inc.  Dated  April  1,  1985  and  approved  for  development  by  the  Mer- 
rimac  Planning  Board  dated  June  18,  1985. 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  spent  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Water  Commissioners  for  water  supply  exploration  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  enterprise  fund  for  the 
Water  Department.  All  fees  charged  and  collected  by  the  Water  Department  to 
be  placed  in  this  fund. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  additions  and  for  remodeling, 
reconstructing  and  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  the  Frederick  N.  Sweetsir  and 
Helen  R.  Donaghue  Elementary  Schools,  including  costs  incidental  and  related 
thereto,  and  to  determine  whether  such  appropriation  shall  be  raised  by  borrow¬ 
ing  or  otherwise,  or  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  additions  and  for  remodeling, 
reconstructing  and  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  the  Frederick  N.  Sweetsir 
Elementary  School,  including  costs  incidental  and  related  thereto,  and  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  such  appropriation  shall  be  raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  or 
to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  additions  and  for  remodeling, 
reconstructing  and  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  the  Helen  R.  Donaghue 
Elementary  School,  including  costs  incidental  and  related  thereto,  and  to  deter¬ 
mine  whether  such  appropriation  shall  be  raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  or 
to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  first  sentence  of  Section 
6.3.3  of  the  Zoning-By-Laws  to  add  a  comma  after  the  word  “district”  and  to 
add  the  words  “suburban  agricultural”  after  the  word  “accept”. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  use  a  sum  of  money  from  available  balances  and  from  “FREE  CASH”  in  the 
treasury  toward  reduction  of  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July 
1,  1888;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  308  of 
Acts  of  1985  allowing  the  Town  to  regulate  the  licensing  of  Dogs,  rather  than 
participating  in  the  Essex  County  Dog  System. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  a  Dog  Licensing  Bylaw  to  be  effec¬ 
tive  with  the  1988-9  licensing  period. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  a  schedule  of  licensing  fees  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  implement  the  dog  licensing  process  addressed 
by  article  19  above,  to  compensate  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  licensing  of  dogs, 
and  to  operate  the  Dog  Licensing  Program  for  the  licensing  year  1988-9. 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  by-law:  Article 
XXXV-Use  of  Lake  Attitash.  Section  I.  The  use  of  gas  powered  augers,  chain 
saws  or  similar  cutting  devices  on  the  Lake  Attitash  ice  is  prohibited  except  bet¬ 
ween  the  hours  of  9:00  A.M.and  4:00  P.M.  Section  2.  The  use  of  trucks,  campers, 
trailers,  automobiles,  skimobiles,  or  other  motorized  vehicles  on  the  Lake  At¬ 
titash  ice  is  prohibited.  Section  3.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  by¬ 
law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  (200.00).

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MERRIMAC  COUNCIL  ON  AGING  ANNUAL 

REPORT  1987-1988 

The  Merrimac  Council  on  Aging  is  a  municipal  agency  which  has  as  its  pur¬ 
pose  to  provide  information,  referral  services  and  programs  designed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  elder  population  and  the  families  involved  or  the  community  that 
may  be  called  upon  to  assist  any  elder.  This  objective  is  being  accomplished  in 
many  ways  as  the  needs  arise.  Rides  to  Dr.  appointments,  grocery  shopping, ect., 
are  provided  through  the  N.E.E.T.  Program  with  volunteer  drivers  from  Mer¬ 
rimac.  The  drivers  are  reimbursed  25°  a  mile  and  “The  Friends”  of  the  Council 
supplement  the  N.E.E.T.  program  by  fund  raising  events.  In  the  year  1988  “The 
Friends”  held  a  rummage  sale  and  donated  $375.00  to  the  program.  Holiday’s 
are  celebrated  at  the  Center  with  refreashments  and  entertainment.  An  average 
of  40  people  attend. 

An  annual  picnic  is  held  at  Indian  Head  Park,  Lake  Attitash  and  more  than 
100  people  are  in  attendance.  DeMoulas  Supermarket  each  year  donates  money 
for  this  event  with  “The  Friends”  organizing  the  affair  and  supplementing  monies 
thereby  offering  an  opportunity  for  Seniors  to  attend  at  minimal  cost. 

Classes  are  held  weekly  at  the  center,  diversified  to  attract  people  in  their 
particular  interest.  Line  dancing,  oil  painting,  knitting,  crocheting,  bingo,  quilting, 
lampshade  making,  basketry,  and  chair  caning  have  been  offered  this  year.  Blood 
pressures  are  taken  by  a  nurse  each  Tuesday  &  Flu  shots  &  pneumonia  vaccines. 

A  full  range  eye  clinic  with  Dr. Violin  was  held  and  60  Seniors  were  in 
attendance. 

A  foot  clinic  is  held  bi-monthly  with  twelve  seniors  coming  in  and  Dr.  Motley 
also  on  that  day  goes  out  to  home  -  bound  elders.  Legal  service,  Medicare  up¬ 
dates,  Tax  assistance  &  informational  meetings  comprise  some  of  the  services 
also  provided  at  the  center.  Meals  are  served  at  the  center,  Monday  thru  Friday 
and  there  is  a  “Meals  on  Wheels”  program  for  the  home  bound.  “Surplus  Food” 
distributions  are  held  at  the  center  three  times  a  year  serving  an  average  288 
families  living  in  Merrimac. 

“Caring  For  Your  Aging  Relative”  a  free  six  week  series  of  workshops  was 
offered  by  the  Merrimac  Council  on  Aging  giving  information  and  guidance  to 
caregivers  and  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs. 

An  outreach  worker  was  hired  by  the  Council  on  a  part-time  basis  funded 
by  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs,  a  Discretionary  Grant  award.

All  of  Merrimac’s  Seniors  were  contacted  by  phone  or  mail  and  follow-up 
visits  were  made  as  needed  by  Zellah  Buzzell,  out-reach  worker.  This  intensified 
effort  helped  assure  access  to  elders  to  the  wide  range  of  servicesoffered  by  the 
Council  by  this  grant. 

A  newsletter  is  printed  monthly  by  the  Whittier  Vo-Tech  printing  depart¬ 
ment  and  is  mailed  to  anyone  over  60.  Local  business  people  &  organizations 
sponsor  the  newsletter  and  a  dedicated  group  of  seniors  meet  weekly  to  prepare 
yet  another  means  of  informational  referral  source.  Approximately  5,000  telephone 
calls  in  and  out  were  recorded  this  past  year  at  the  Council  office,  thirty-nine 
people  were  referred  to  Elder  Services  home  care  plus  *29  referrls  were  made 
to  Miscellaneous  needs  of  the  elderly,  resources  that  support  the  Senior  Center 
amounted  to  $18,580.00  In-Kind  donated  by  volunteer  time  &  services. 

Special  day  trips  for  socialization  are  organized  by  volunteer  Evelyn  Greeley. 
Over  nite  trips,  cruises,  co-ordinated  by  Inez  Lund. 

This  annual  report  highlights  the  accomplishments  of  the  Council  on  Aging 
and  illustrates  the  efforts  put  forth  by  many  people  attempting  to  meet  the  needs 
of  seniors  in  a  responsible  way. 

I  am  happy  to  be  a  part  of  this  endeavor  and  I  thank  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  their  guidance  and  also  the  town  of  Merrimac  for  their  continued  support. 

The  Council  on  Aging  meets  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  three 
P.M.  Anyone  is  welcome  to  attend.

MERRIMAC  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Trustees  Report 

The  trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  present  herewith  their  112th 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1988. 

One  of  the  largest  projects  undertaken  by  the  trustees  this  past  year  has  been 
to  update  and  revise  our  general  library  policy.  There  are  several  benefits  to  hav¬ 
ing  completed  this  task.  It  is  required  by  statute  and  compliance  assures  our  fur¬ 
ther  qualification  for  state  aid  monies.  Also,  for  the  first  time,  our  special  collec¬ 
tions  and  rare  materials  have  been  identified  and  will  benefit  from  greater 
protection. 

In  response  to  concerns  expressed  at  the  annual  town  meeting,  the  library 
hours  were  adjusted  in  September  to  allow  for  being  open  on  Saturday  morn¬ 
ings.  As  usual,  the  trustees  welcome  patron  response  to  the  schedule  of  library 
hours  and  suggestions  for  improvement. 

Several  changes  occurred  during  the  year  within  the  library  personnel  and 
among  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees.  In  July,  Edna  Macey  submitted  her 
resignation  from  the  library  staff.  Terri  Walden  has  been  trained  and  employed 
as  a  substitute  librarian.  Early  in  the  year,  Mabelle  Robbie  resigned,  with  regret, 
her  position  as  trustee.  Tom  E..  H.  Tucker  was  appointed  to  the  position  until 
the  general  election,  in  May,  when  he  was  elected  to  complete  the  remaining  year 
in  Mrs.  Dobbie’s  term.  Also  as  a  result  of  the  general  election  we  welcomed 
Bruce  Evans  as  a  new  member  to  the  board  of  library  trustees. 

A  grant  was  obtained  from  the  John  T.  and  Cathrine  D.  Mac  Arthur  Fund 
which  has  provided  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  with  several  dozen  high  quality 
video  programs  many  of  which  have  formerly  aired  on  Channel  2  (PBS).  Our 
patrons  are  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  these  valuable  and  educational 
materials. 

The  “Friends  of  the  Library’’,  in  customary  fashion,  have  provided  numerous 
support  services  during  the  year.  They  have  organized  a  Christmas  open  house, 
funded  many  “extras’’  for  our  dynamic  children’s  programs,  presented  a  highly 
successful  folk  harpist,  acquired  a  family  pass  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts,  and  once  more  conducted  their  traditional  fall  “Harvest  Festival’’  fund  raiser. 
There  are  many  other  times  and  ways  that  the  “Friends”  have  assisted  the  library 
and  the  trustees,  again,  wish  to  express  their  appreciation. 

The  trustees  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  apprise  the  town  of  certain  library 
capital  projects  which  are  needed  in  the  immediate  future.  Major  repairs  to  our 
expensive  tile  roof  have  been  deferred  for  several  years  and  will  have  to  be  ad¬ 
dressed  soon.  A  proper  fire  alarm  system,  one  which  ties  into  the  fire  depart- 
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ment  station,  is  needed  not  only  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  our  staff  and 
patrons  but  also  to  better  protect  our  expensive  collection  after  hours. 

The  trustees  have  used  our  limited  trust  funds  to  maintain  the  library  building 
as  judiciously  as  possible,  however,  capital  projects  of  the  magnitude  described 
above  will  require  separate  town  meeting  appropriations. 

The  library  building  continues  to  be  used  by  a  number  of  civic  and  com¬ 
munity  groups  for  meetings.  As  well,  the  staff  works  closely  with  the  local  schools, 
historical  organizations,  Council  on  Aging,  Day  Care  Center  and  related  groups. 

Finally,  thanks  and  appreciation  are  extended  to  all  donors,  display  lenders, 
and  patrons  for  their  continued  support.

PLAYGROUND  COMMISSION 

ANNUAL  REPORT 


To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac 

The  Merrimac  Playground  Commission  meets  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month 
from  March  through  October  at  7:00  PM  at  the  Merrimac  Public  Library. 

During  the  1988  seasons,  all  athletic  fields  on  Locust  Street  and  the  Town 
Forest  were  fertilized.  The  Little  League  infield,  the  Girls’  Softball  infield,  and 
the  Fireman’s  field  were  rototilled  and  filled  with  new  mixture.  The  bleachers 
at  Stevens  Field  were  painted.  Ground  cover  and  bushes  were  provided  by  Essex 
County  Conservation  District  and  these  were  planted  on  the  hill  at  the  Soccer 
field  to  prevent  erosion  as  well  as  to  beautify  other  fields.  Areas  of  the  soccer 
field  were  seeded  as  necessary.  The  Town  Forest  Committee  met  with  the  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  result  was  an  enlarged  area  for  parking  at  the  soccer  field.  The 
Commission  thanks  the  Lay  Brothers  and  Soccer  Club  who  continue  to  improve 
the  site. 

The  voters  at  the  town  meeting  appropriated  funds  to  move  the  garage  donated 
to  the  Commission  by  the  bank  of  directors  of  the  Merrimac  Savings  Bank.  We 
are  most  grateful  to  all  town  departments  who  assisted  in  the  move:  the  Police 
Department,  the  Highway  Department,  the  Water  and  Light  Department  as  well 
as  the  New  England  Telephone  Company  and  the  Cable  Television  company. 
Work  has  begun  on  restoring  the  garage,  and  we  hope  to  have  all  work  com¬ 
pleted  late  this  spring.  We  are  grateful  to  our  employees  for  their  efforts  and 
to  Milton  Morton  who  has  donated  his  time  on  our  behalf.  In  addition,  the  Mer¬ 
rimac  Lions  Club  made  a  substantial  donation  in  memory  of  M.  Joseph  Gilmore 
to  help  us  with  material  needed.  Other  contributions  included  Larry  Fisher,  the 
Merrimac  Light  Department,  Warren  Hoyt,  and  William  Hoyt.  Without  their  time, 
effort,  and  contributions,  our  project  could  not  be  completed. 

Carey  Park  was  mowed  weekly  and  fertilized.  The  shrubs  were  also  trimmed. 

The  Commission  continues  to  have  problems  with  Indian  Head  Park.  While 
vandalism  has  lessened,  use  of  this  facility  by  non-residents,  who  enter  by  other 
than  the  main  gate,  failure  to  follow  regulations  by  users,  and  a  lack  of  proper 
facilities  at  the  site  have  caused  much  of  the  difficulty.  This  will  be  addressed 
by  user  permits  which  will  be  issued  by  the  Commission  beginning  this  spring. 
A  fee  will  be  charge.  The  enforcement  of  all  regulations  will  be  strictly  maintained. 
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The  Summer  Supervised  Play  Program  continued  to  be  most  successful.  More 
than  150  children  were  registered  for  the  6  week  program.  Activities  included 
arts,  crafts,  games,  and  sports.  Weekly  day  trips  were  a  highlight  of  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Merrimac  Arts  Lottery  Council  provided  funds  for  the  Boston  Children’s 
Theatre  presentation  of  BEAUTY  AND  THE  BEAST,  and  they  also  provided 
funds  for  the  arts  and  crafts  supplies.  The  Merrimac  Lions  Club  continued  with 
their  generous  donation  for  equipment  and  expenses  of  the  program,  and  McGregor 
Smith  Bus  Company  also  helped  with  the  field  trips. 

The  William  Bickford  Memorial  Award,  given  annually  to  A  Babe  Ruth  player 
who  demonstrates  outstanding  sportsmanship,  was  presented  to  Michael  J. 
Gilmore. 

Finally,  the  Commission  wishes  to  express  appreciation  to  their  dedicated 
employees  for  their  efforts  throughout  the  recreation  season  and  to  the  residents 
of  Merrimac  who  helped  by  giving  of  their  time  on  behalf  of  the  youth  of  our 
community.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 

Personnel:  In  January  1988,  Chuck  Navien  succeeded  Gordon  Nelson  as  Chief 
Operator  of  the  Merrimac  Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant.  In  May  1988,  Barry 
Theriault  began  his  duties  as  Assistant  Chief  Operator. 

Operations:  The  principal  requirements  imposed  on  a  municipal  treatment 
plant  are  to  remove  85  %  of  the  solids  from  the  incoming  waste  water  before  it 
is  discharged  as  effluent,  and  to  manage  and  dispose  of  the  sludge  byproduct  in 
a  State-approved  manner.  During  the  1988  calendar  year,  the  Town  has  successful¬ 
ly  met  the  discharge  limits  for  effluent,  and  has  implemented  an  interim  sludge 
handling  program.  To  meet  these  requirements  has  necessitated  a  mode  of  plant 
operation  that  has  reduced  plant  capacity  to  50%  of  design  rating.  The  present 
waste  water  influent  is  effectively  equal  to  this  reduced  capacity.  As  a  result. 
The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  has  established  a  policy  of  permitting  no- 
new  extensions  to  the  sewer  system  until  equipment  and  process  upgrades  again 
allow  full  capacity  operation. 

Development  Program:  The  Town  Meeting  in  1988,  approved  funding  for 
an  Engineering  Study  of  sludge  management  and  related  equipment  needs.  The 
study  recommendations  due  in  March  1989,  will,  after  being  implemented,  by 
engineering  and  construction,  provide  a  long  range  sludge  management  plant. 
Copies  of  the  study  report  are  available  at  the  Library  and  Selectmen’s  Office. 

In  calendar  1988,  34  houses  were  connected  to  the  system  for  a  total  of  845.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


This  year  has  been  a  year  of  change  and  challenge  for  the  Commission,  both 
in  membership  make-up  as  well  as  administering  the  statutes  for  wetland  conser¬ 
vation.  We  lost  our  most  experienced  member,  Nathan  Tufts,  who  served  loyal¬ 
ly  for  the  better  part  of  two  decades.  However,  we  have  picked  up  some  healthy 
professional  diversity. 

Two  young  mothers,  one  a  computer  programmer,  the  other  a  free-lance 
writer/researcher,  gave  us  a  healthy  gender  perspective.  The  remaining  members 
come  from  lay  and  professional  ranks:  a  sociologist,  a  biologist,  a  physicist,  an 
engineer  specializing  in  coastal/water  body  projects,  a  natural  scientist  expert  in 
wetland  wildlife  species,  and  a  financial  administrator. 

The  biggest  challenge  to  the  Commission,  no  matter  how  professional  its 
make-up,  has  become  administrating  wetland  laws  set  by  the  Commonwealth 
where,  many  times,  unknowingly,  through  development,  such  laws  are  breach¬ 
ed.  With  no  resources  for  a  knowledgeable  conservation  office,  full  or  part-time, 
the  discovery  process  becomes  somewhat  unwitting,  both  from  the  standpoint 
of  learning  of  violations  in  the  law  to  begin  with,  as  well  as  how  such  matters 
are  dealth  with  administratively. 

As  more  and  more  of  our  open  space  becomes  subject  to  development,  not 
only  Con  Com  members,  but  abutters  and  neighbors,  will  be  compelled  to  educate 
themselves  to  the  administation  of  the  protective  statutes.

In  1988  the  Board  considered  15  petitions  for  variances  or  special  permits, 
and  conducted  public  hearings  on  each.  The  bulk  of  the  Board’s  time  was  spent 
on  two  “comprehensive  permits’’  which  were  filed  for  in  1987.  These  permits 
are  handled  by  the  Board  on  behalf  of  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Health,  and 
other  town  boards  normally  sharing  in  the  review  of  land  development  projects 
because  of  chapter  774,  special  legislation  to  ease  the  development  of  subsidized 
housing  throughout  Massachusetts.  The  purpose  of  chapter  774  is  to  allow  families 
of  low  and/or  moderate  income  to  purchase  housing  in  every  community.  The 
Board  approved  two  projects,  one  of  twenty  units  by  the  Hillside  Terrace  Cor¬ 
poration,  the  other  of  sixty-five  units  by  Emerson  Landing.  Both  projects  include 
subsidized  and  market  price  units.  The  Board  was  assisted  in  this  extraordinary 
task  by  professional  consultants  and  appraisers  and  the  state  Executive  Office 
of  Community  Development.  Negotiations  also  involved  considerable  legal 
expenses.

Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  is  entering  its  sixteenth 
year.  To  date,  we  have  graduated  4196  students  from  a  regular  day  school  pro¬ 
gram  and  641  students  from  our  post  secondary  courses. 

In  accordance  with  the  Provisions  of  the  School  Improvement  Law  (Chapter 
188),  Whittier  has  accomplished  the  following: 

1  .  The  School  Improvement  Council 

The  School  Improvement  Council  comprised  of  administrators,  teachers, 
parents  and  students  has  met  a  number  of  times  and  has  recommended  us¬ 
ing  the  grant  monies  for  a  Rotary  Cutting  Machine,  an  Apple  Share  Server, 
10  Local  Talk  Connector  Kits,  5  Image  Writer  II  Printers,  a  Claris  Ap- 
pleworks/Network  and  the  balance  of  the  account  to  be  spent  on  Software. 
These  monies  total  $11,132.00. 

2  .  Horace  Mann  Grants 

Progress  is  ongoing  in  four  projects  approved  by  the  School  Committee  for 
teachers  to  develop  various  proposals  which  could  result  in  student  benefit, 
An  Informational/  Public  Relations  Brochure,  Health  Education  Elective, 
Dropout  Analysis,  and  a  Computer  Software  Evaluation  Process. 

Recently  Whittier  Regional  has  been  approved  for  over  $540,000  in  energy 
granta.  The  measures  involved  are  savings  of  energy  through  exhaust  air  heat 
recovery,  room  and  shop  air  circulation  systems,  lighting  fixtures  and  lamp 
replacement  and  an  air  lock.  These  measures  will  enable  the  school  to  decrease 
its  energy  needs  and,  therefore,  result  in  savings  to  the  communities. 

Whittier  Regional  has  recently  received  notification  from  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  that  our  school  accreditation  has  been  review¬ 
ed  and  accepted  without  change  in  membership  status  and  that  our  2-year  pro¬ 
gress  report  has  been  accepted  with  satisfaction  on  the  progress  realized  since 
the  school’s  evaluation  in  1986.

Annual  Report  -  Fiscal  1988 

To  The  Selectmen  And  Citizens  Of  Groveland,  Merrimac  And  West  Newbury: 

The  school  year  was  marked  by  many  achievements  by  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee,  the  staff  and  most  of  all  the  students.  The  School  Committee  scheduled  its 
meetings  for  the  first  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  the  Meeting  Room  of  the  Dr. 
John  C.  Page  School  in  West  Newbury.  During  the  year,  the  Committee  developed 
new  policies  on  contract  Negotiations  and  Ratification,  Sexual  Harrassment  and 
Administrative  Coverage.  The  Committee  continued  membership  and  active  in¬ 
volvement  in  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees  (MASC).  Mrs. 
Carol  Grazio,  a  committee  member  from  Groveland  was  elected  second  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  of  thi  statewide  organization. 

The  Ad  Hoc  Building  Committee  continued  its  work  on  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  School  Building  Study.  The  School  Committee  employed  the  Mt.  Vernon 
Group,  an  architectural  firm  to  assist  with  the  study.  The  School  Committee  ap¬ 
proved  moving  forward  with  options  which  included  moving  the  ninth  grade  into 
the  Senior  High  School. 

Mr.  Robert  Lydiard  joined  the  Central  Office  staff  as  Business  Manager  bring¬ 
ing  many  years  of  successful  business  and  computer  experience  to  that  position. 
Dr.  Theresa  Kirk  was  named  Curriculum  Specialist.  Her  duties  included  cur¬ 
riculum  and  staff  development  and  grant  writing.

The  Pentucket  Regional  Junior  High  School  was  selected  as  a  “sister  school’’ 
to  the  Middle  School  in  Auburn,  Maine.  The  Auburn  School  was  identified  by 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  as  a  model  middle  school.  The  staff  at  Auburn 
shared  its  successful  practices  with  the  Pentucket  faculty  and  administration  in 
a  series  of  visits  between  the  schools’  staffs.  This  program  was  part  of  Pentucket 
staff  training  in  the  evolving  middle  school  philosophy  and  practices  at  Pentucket. 

The  Junior  High  School  hosted  sculptor  James  Elniski  as  “Artist  in 
Residence.’’  Working  with  the  eighth  grade,  a  sculpture  was  created  for  the  out¬ 
door  court  yard  which  was  unveiled  on  May  14  as  part  of  the  20th  Anniversary 
celebration  of  the  opening  of  the  Junior  High  School. 

Junior  High  teachers  Hal  Hutchins,  Anne  Bogart  and  Beth  Kelly  were  selected 
to  participate  in  a  grant  funded,  week-long  science  and  mathematics  training  pro¬ 
gram  at  Salem  State  College.  Eight  junior  high  teachers  attended  a  gifted  and 
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talented  staff  training  workshop  focusin  on  Kindergarten  through  grade  9  scope 
and  sequence  of  curriculum  in  the  area  of  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills. 

Summer  reading  lists  were  issued  to  Junior  High  students  providing  students 
with  directed  reading  designed  to  enhance  their  studies  in  the  fall. 

At  the  High  School,  a  team  of  teachers  completed  a  summer  project  relative 
to  the  writing  laboratory  program.  They  gathered  an  extensive  set  of  materials 
to  be  used  in  the  writing  lab. 

The  Commission  on  Public  Schools  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Col¬ 
leges  and  Schools  voted  to  accept  the  five-year  Progress  Report  and  to  continue 
the  schools  accreditation.  The  Commission  urged  the  Commit:  to  continue  its 
efforts  to  address  the  limited  space  available  for  the  Media  Center  and  to  im¬ 
prove  access  for  the  handicapped.  The  requirement  to  file  periodic  progress  reports 
on  major  building  renovations  and  remodeling  continued. 

In  March,  high  school  students  competed  against  thirty-one  other 
Massachusetts  schools  in  the  Science  Olympiad  held  at  Boston  University.  They 
brought  home  gold  medals  in  anatomy  and  the  science  bowl  and  a  bronze  medal 
in  physics. 

The  High  School  science  team  competed  in  the  North  Shore  Science  League. 
The  League  is  comprised  of  twenty-four  public  and  private  high  schools  in  nor¬ 
theastern  Massachusetts.  Pentucket’s  team  finished  fifth  overall  after  a  series  of 
monthly  competitions. 

Thirteen  Pentucket  High  School  students  attended  the  Office  Educati  Associa¬ 
tion  (O.E.A.)  State  Leadership  Conference  where  they  competed  in  a  wide  variety 
of  events  and  workshops.  Our  students  placed  well  in  six  events.  Jim  Seymour 
was  elected  State  Treasurer  of  O.E.A.  and  Nancy  Morris  was  elected  State  Vice 
President. 

The  1988  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  (S.  A.T.)  results  showed  Pentucket  students 
above  state  ad  national  averages.  Seventy-three  percent  (73%)  of  Pentucket’s  class 
took  the  S.A.T.  examination  compared  with  sixty-six  percent  (66%)  across 
Massachusetts.  Danielle  DiMauro,  Meredith  Sund  and  Andrew  Chase  were  named 
“Commended  Students’’  and  were  recognized  as  “academically  promising’’  by 
the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Corporation. 

Seventy-five  percent  (75%)  of  the  Class  of  1988  went  on  to  further  educa¬ 
tion,  fifty-nine  percent  (59%)  of  the  class  is  attending  four  year  public  and  private 
colleges  and  universities.  Members  of  the  class  are  attending  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  University  of  New  Hampshire,  New  England  Conservatory, 
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Boston  University,  Syracuse  University,  Bostr  College,  Pennsylvania  State  Univer¬ 
sity,  Rensselaer  Polytechnic  Institut  Northeastern, University  of  Vermont  and 
Salem  State  College  to  name  a  fe  representative  schools. 

Senior  Peter  Sokolowski  received  the  Greater  Haverhill  Exchange  Club’s 
“Youth  of  the  Year”  award. 

December  brought  to  a  conclusion  one  of  the  most  successful  Fall  athletic 
seasons  in  recent  memory.  Three  Cape  Ann  League  Championship  Teams  -  Girls 
Soccer,  Cheerleaders  and  Boys  Cross  Country  -  led  Pentucket  to  a  third  place 
finish  in  the  Hyland  Trophy  standings  (for  over-all  Cape  Ann  League  perfor¬ 
mance).  The  Girls  Cross  Country  team  compiled  a  9-1  record  and  along  with 
the  boys,  captured  a  Championship  in  the  League  Meet.  The  football  team  recorded 
its  first  winning  season  in  10  years  finishing  6-3  in  the  CAL  and  6-4  overall. 
Four  coaches  also  received  Coach  of  Year  honors:  Alison  Gadd,  Cheerleading; 
Gil  Youngclaus,  Girls  Soccer;  Steve  Meline,  Boys  Cross  Country;  and  Steve 
Hayden,  Football. 

The  Winter  sports  season  saw  the  cheerleaders  repeat  as  Cape  Ann  League 
Champions.  The  girls  Basketball  team  finished  2nd  in  Division  I  and  the  boys 
team  finished  third.  The  wrestling  team  produced  two  Division  II  North  Sectional 
Champions  and  one  State  fourth  place  finish  The  senior  year  varsity  hockey  team 
continued  to  improve.  One  hundred  forty-five  (145)  students  participated  in  grades 
9-12  of  which  nine  were  recognized  as  Cape  Ann  League  All-Stars. 

Over  200  athletes  participated  in  Spring  sports  competing  the  best  year  of 
athletics  in  Pentucket  history.  The  softball  team  repeated  as  Division  II  C.A.L. 
champions  and  advanced  to  the  MIAA  eastern  Massachusetts  Sectional  finals. 
The  baseball  team  also  had  another  outstanding  season  (11-5),  second  in  Divi¬ 
sion  II  of  the  C.A.L.  but  advanced  to  the  MIAA  Division  ID  Sectional  finals  as 
well.  All  of  these  successes,  coupled  with  those  of  the  Fall  and  Winter  left  Pen¬ 
tucket  in  Second  Plac  in  the  Cape  Ann  League  in  total  wins  and  losses  in  all  sports. 

Pentucket  students  continue  to  participate  in  enrichment  activiti  that  enhance 
their  awareness  of  democratic  ideals  and  civic  responsibi  ties  such  as  Congres¬ 
sional  Seminars  and  Washington  Workshops,  as  well .  programs  like  Boys  State. 
Civic  participation  in  Bloodmobile,  helping  the  needy,  Pentucket  Scholarship 
Foundation  round  out  the  types  of  activities  that  senior  high  students  are  involv¬ 
ed  in. 

Unfortunately  space  does  not  permit  a  complete  listing  of  student  and  staff 
accomplishments  in  this  report.  The  Committee  urges  citizens  to  attend  its  meetings 
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and  to  become  involved  in  the  schools.  The  continued  support  of  town  leaders 
and  citizens  is  essential  to  the  continued  success  of  our  excellent  school  system.
